Crossley was 21 years of age, and was born in Belfast, 
Ireland. 

Mr. Frederick Albert Spencer, formerly a Civil Engineer, 
died in Waterbury, Mass., on Dec. 8. Mr. Spencer was 
born in that place in 1833. He was educated in that lo- 
eality and for a time engaged in civil engineering and 
mining in Kansas and Colorado. For several years he was 
connected with the Waterbury Brass Co. 


Capt. James J. Meyler, Corps of Engineers, U.S. A., died 
at his home in Newark, N. J., on Dec. 12, of pneumonia, 
from which he had been a sufferer for three weeks. Cap- 
tain Meyler was born in Newark and was graduated from 
West Point in 1886. For the past four years he was in 
charge of the harbor improvements at Los Angeles, Cal. 


Mr. Charles W. Lundy, Superintendent of the Direct 
United States Cable Co., died at the Victoria General Hos- 
pital, in Halifax, N. S., on Dec, 16, at the age of 68. Mr. 
Lundy was electrician on the Great Eastern when the first 
successful Atlantic cable was laid in 1865 between Valen- 
tia, Ireland, and Heart’s Content, Newfoundland, with 
which Cyrus W. Field was associated. He was Superin- 
tendent of the Anglo-American cable at Heart's Content 
at the age of 22. Thence he went to Madras, India, and 
in 1875 he entered the Direct United States Company's 
service as American Superintendent. 

Mr. William Van Slooten, Mining Engineer, and at the 
head of a mining concern with offices in New York city, 
committed suicide. on Dec. 14 at his home in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., by shooting himself. Mr. Van Slooten was suffer- 
ing from a temporary derangement of the mind, resulting 
from a fever which he contracted while in Seuth America 
several months ago. He was 44 years of age, and was 


born in New Orleans. He was educated at the University 


of Virginia and graduated from that institution when 19 
years of age. Later he became interested in various min 
ing enterprises in Arizona, South America and elsewhere. 

Mr. Alfred M. Underhill, Engineer of Maintenance of 
Way on the main line of the Vandalia Line, died Dec. 17 
of heart failure, aged 36 years. Mr. Underhill was bora 
in New York, and was educated at Haverford College. 
Entering railroading in 1886 as a draftsman on the Chi 
cago, St. Louis & Pittsburg, he became by successive 
stages Assistant Engineer of the Pittsburg Division of the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis, Assistant En 
gineer on the Chicago Division of that road, Engineer 
Maintenance of Way, Peoria Division, Terre Haute & In- 
dianapolis, and Engineer of Maintenance of Way of the 
Vandalia Line. 

Mr. William Rich Hutton, an accomplisbed civil engineer 
well known in the United States, died on Dee. 11 at Clop- 
per, the family estate in Montgomery county, Md. Mr. 


Hutton was born in Washington, D. C., March 26, 1826. 
His first professional occupation was Assistant Eugineer tn 
connection with the location—in 1IS855-54—of the Metro- 


politan Railway, between Washington and Prederick, Md. 
From 1855 until 1861 he was Division Engineer on the 
Washington Aqueduct, and was the Chief Engineer of that 
work in 1862-63. From 186) to 1866 Mr. Hutton was 
Chief Engineer of the Annapolis water-works; he was 
then—1S860-71—Chief Engineer of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Canal and completed the masonry dam on the Potomac, 
in 1872 he was Chief Engineer of the West Maryland R 

R., and Consulting Engineer of the Annapolis & Elk River 
and the Baltimore & Drum Point railways and also on 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Canal. Later than this he de- 
signed for the government the movable dam on the Kana- 
wha River; was Consulting Engineer of the Colorado Mid- 
land Railway; was connected with the design and con- 
struction of parts of the new Capitol at Washington, and 
was engineer for a number of water-works in this coun 

try. Among his later prominent works is the handsome 
metal arch Washington Bridge over the Harlem, of which 
he was Chief Engineer; be was also for a time Chief En- 
gineer of the Hudson River tunnel, and he submitted a de 

sign for the Memorial bridge over the Potomac. Mr 

Hutton was elected a Member of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers Jan. 8, 1S75, and he was Vice-President of 
that society and served for years upon its Board of Di- 
recting. He was made a Member of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, of England, on Dec. 2, 1800, and was a 
member of a number of other technical societies and clubs 
of this country. Mr. Hutton will always be remembered 
by his many friends for his charming personality and for 
his wide information and close study in all matters per- 
taining to his profession.

NEW ENGLAND WATER-WORKS ASSOCIATION.— 
The December meeting of this association was held at 
Young's Hotel, Boston, on Dec. 11. About 100 members 
and guests were in attendance. Mr. Edward 8S. Larned, 
Division Engineer of the Metropolitan Water-Works, pre- 
sented an interesting paper on “Swamp Drainage for 
Water-Shed Improvement,’’ illustrated by stereopticon. 
An abstract of the paper and ensuing discussion is given 
elsewhere in this issue. Mr. Freeman C. Coffin, Chairman 
of the Committee on Standard Specifications for Cast-Iron 
Pipe, presented a report of the committee, which was 
printed in full in our issue of Dec. 5. He said, however, 
that it was the desire of the committee that this be con- 
sidered as a preliminary report, which will probably be 
modified as a result of the discussion.
